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The Civil Rights Bill

The following is a copy of the Civil
Rights Bill as it passed both Houses of
Congress, the President’s objections to
the contrary notwithstanding :—

Be it enacted by the Senate and House
of Representatives of the United States of
America in Congress assembled, That all
persons born io the United States and not
subject to any toreign Power, excluding
Indians, not taxed, are hereby declared to
be citizens of the United States; and
such citizens of every race and color, with-
out regard to any previous condition of
slavery or involuntary servitude, except
| as a punishment for erime whereof the
| party shall have been duly convicted, shail
have the same right in every Stare and
Territory in the United States to make
aud enforce contracts, to sue, be parties,
and give evidenece, td inherit, purchase,
lease, sell, hold, and convey real and per-
sonal property, and to full and equal bee-
| efit of all laws and proceedings fur the
seceurity of person and property as is
enjoyed by white citizens, and shall be
subject to like punishmeut, pains, penal-
ties, and to pone other, any law, statute,
ordinancve, regulation, or custom to the
contrary nothwithstanding.
l‘ Sec. 2. That any person who, under
color ot any law, statute, ordinance, regu-
| lation, or custom, shall subjeet. or cau-e
to be subjected, any inhabitant of any
State or Territory to the deprivation ot
any right secured or protected by this aet,
or to different punishmeunt, pains or pen-
alties on accouunt of such persons having
at auy time been held in a condition of
slavery or involuntary servitude, except
as a punishmeot for crime whereof the
party shall have been duly convicted, or
by reason ot his culor or race, than is
prescribed for the punishment of white
persoos, shall be deemed guilty of a mis-
demesnor, and, on conviction, shall be
punished by five not exceeding ove thou-
sand dollars, or imprisoament not exceed-
ing owne year, or both, in the discretion of
the court.

Sgc. 3. That the district courts of the
United States, within their respective
districts, shall have, exclusively of the
courts of the several States, cozunizance of
all crimes committed against the provis-
jons of this act, and also, concurrently
with the circuit courts of the United
| Siates, of all causes, civil or ecrimioal,

the numiber of commissioners, so as to af-
ford a speedy and conveniéut means for
the arrest and exawmivsation of persons
charged with a violation of thisact. Awnd
such commissioners are hereby authorized
and required to exercise and discharge all
the powers and duties conferred on them
by this act, and the same duties with re-
gard to offences created by this act, as
they are authorized by law to exercise
with regard to other offences against the
laws of the United States. i

SEc. 5. That it shall be the duty of all
marshals and depu y marshals to ovey and
execute all warrants and precepts issued
under the provisious of this act, when to
them directed; and should any marshal
or deputy marshal refuse to receive such
warrant or other process when tendered,
or to use all proper means dilizently to
execute the same, he shall, on couviction
thereof, be fined in the sum of oue thous-
and dollars, tu the use of the person upon
whom the accused is aileged to have cows-
mitted the offence. And the better toen-

able the said commissioners to execute,

their duties faithfully and cfficiently, in
conformity with the Constitution of the
Unpited States and the requirements of
this act, they are hereby authorized and
empowered, within their counties respect-
ively, to appoint, in writing, under their
hands, any one or more suitable persors,
from time to time, to execute ali such
warraots and other process as may be is-
sued by them in the lawful pertormance
ot their respective duties ; and the persons
so appointed to execute any Wwarrant or
process as aforesaid shall have authority
to summon and to call to theiraid the by-
standers or the passe comitatus of the prop-
er county, or such portion of the lund and
naval forces of the United Sra‘es, or the
militia, as may be necessary to the per-
formance of the duty with which they are
charged, and to insure a faithful obrerv.
aoce of the clause of "the Coustitution
which prohibits slavery, in conformity
with the provisious of this act; and said
warrznts shall ruo and be executed by
said officers anywhere in the State or Ter-
ritory within which they are issued.

which the arrest is made, and to be recov-
erable from the defendant as part of the
judgment in case of conviction.

Sro. 8. That whepever the President

of the United States shall have reason to
believe that offences have been or are
likely to be committed agaiost the provi-
sions of this act within any judiciai dis-
trict, it ghall be lawful for him, in his
diseretion, to direct the jundge, wmarshal

and for such time as he may desigpate,
for the purpnse of the more speedy arrest
and trial of persons charged with a vola
tion of this act ; and it shall be the duty
of every judge or other officer, when any
such requisition shall be received by him,
to attend at the place and fur the time
therein designated.

Sec 9. Thar it shall be lawful for the
President of the Urired States, or such
person as he may empower for that pur-
puse, to employ such part of the land or
naval forces ol the United States, or of
the militia, as shall he necessary to prevent
the violatioc and enforce the due execution
of this act.

Skc. 10. That upon all questions of law
arising in apy cause under the provisions
ot this act, a final appeal may be taken to
the Supreme Court of the United States.

Disfranchisement of Deserters
===An Important Bill.

The foliowing bill has passed both
houses of the Pennsylvania Legislature.
Judges and inspectors of elections, as well
as ull voters, should give it an attentive
perusal, and familiarize themselves with
its provisions :—

' A further supplement to the election laws
of this Commonwealth.

VHEREAS, By the act of Congress of
| the Uunited States, enticled “An act to
| amend the several acts heretolore passed
to provide for eurolling and ealling out
the national forees, and for other purpo-
ges,”” and approved March 24, 18635, all
persons who have deserted the military
or naval service of the United Suates, and
who have cot been discharged or relieved
from the pepaliy or disaubility therein

voluntarily relinquished aud forfeired
their rights of citizenship and (heir rights
to become citizens, and are deprived of
exercising any rights of citizeus thereof.

And whereas, persons pot citizens of
the United States are not, uvuder the
